secret of which is lost. 
Some years 


ago Dr. Herbert Franklin of Chicago 
submitted a number of colored photo- 
graphs—of a somewhat crude nature, 
it is 
true—to the leading 
American 


scientific institutions, and the encour- 
agement 
he received 
was such 
that 


he built himself a laboratory, 
proof 


against 
the wiles of spies, at a cost 


of ?12,000, 
wherein to perfect his in- 


vention. 
In the preparation 
of his 


plates ho used a charcoal 
fire, and one 


day when at work he omitted to open 
the ventilators and was found asphyx- 
iated. 
Ho had refrained from divulg- 


ing his secret to any one, and in con- 
sequence, 
although 
some partially fin- 


ished 
plates 
that bid the secret 
re- 


mained, the way they were prepared 
is a problem that has baffled scientists 
to this day.

Some years ago a Scotch manufactur-

priest named Luigi Tarauti discovered 
a method of making stained 
glass, the

to that made by tbe ancients,

secret 
has 
been lost. 
Tarantl 
aban- 


doned holy orders and set to work to 
execute 
the hundreds 
of commissions 


he received in the secrecy of his work- 
shop at Ostia. near Rome. 
The finest 


stained 
glass 
windows in Italy were 


made by him, and -he guarded his se- 
cret well, for when a year later he was 
found dead of blood poisoning, set up 
by the pigments he employed, It was 
realized that he bad carried his secret 
with him. 
The 
cleverest 
workmen 


were called in to examine the ingredi- 
ents, but they one aud all failed to 
penetrate 
the dead man's secret 


In ISO3all Europe was startled by 


the discovery of.a new explosive called 
fulniiuite, 
which, It was 
believed, 


Avould revolutionize 
modern 
warfare. 
It was 
the invention of an 
Exeter 


scientist 
named 
Sawbridge, 
and sam- 


ples of the eiplos'ivo which were test- 
ed by tbe government revealed the fact 
that its power was three times greater 
than 
that of cordite 
and iv conse- 
quence it would treble the range of a 
rille bullet. 
The German 
government 


offered Sawbridge 
£:ii>,ooo for his in- 


vention, which he patriotically refused 
until the home authorities had had the 
tirst option of purchase. 
But just as 


the latter were about to seal a con- 
tract with him the news came that his 
laboratory had been blown up and him- 
self 
with it. 
Unfortunately 
he left 


no 
records 
whatever, 
and 
although 


some of the leading experts of the day 
minutely 
examined 
the 
debris 
they 


failed to discover the secret, which is 
probably lost forever. 


The maxim which states that silence 
is golden has cost the world some of 
the 
greatest 
discoveries 
of modern 
times, for not a few of the inventors 
whose names 
would have been handed

as public benefac- 
tors have been killed by their secrets 
before they would consent

that has happened in California 
for 


many years occurred 
Saturday 
last 


on the Southern 
Pacific line near 
Byron station inContra Costa coun- 
ty. 
The Stockton flyer ran into the 


Owl 
train, both 
fast 
passenger 


trains, and goingin the same direc- 
tion. 
Twenty-four lives were sacri- 
ficed, and many others more or less 
crippled. 
The responsibility forthis 


terrible disaster 
is not very clear. 


The officials place the blame 
upon 


the engineer of the Stockton 
train, 


while others are inclined toattribute 
it to the inefficiency 
of 
the Owl 


locomotive which gave out on the 
trip. No doubt a thorough 
investi- 


gation of the accident willbe made, 
and 
the 
blame 
placed 
where 
it 
belongs. 


The session of the state legislature 


which convenes 
in Sacramento 
in 


two weeks 
will be unique from a 


county standpoint. 
For the first 


time in the history of Amador, 
the 


county willfail to have 
a repre- 


sentative in that 
body whose 
con- 


stituents are confined to the' county 
limits. 
Whether 
this will prove 


prejudicial or otherwise 
to the in- 


terests of the county remains 
to be 


seen. 
There 
is no 
question 
that 
Amador needs a whole lot|ofremedial 
legislation. 
Perhaps.it is no 
worse 


>oS in this respect than many other 
counties. 
Be that as itmay, there 


remains a rich and inviting field for 
our representatives tomake a record 
instatesmanship 
that will earn the 
gratitude 
of taxpayers 
generally. 


We protest against that contracted 
and silly notion that 
the principal 


aim of the legislator, 
whether in 


national or state affairs, should 
be 


to get the largest possible appropri- 
ations from the general- treasury for 
his district. 
Without overlooking 


this important branch of his duties, 
there are other 
and,far more im- 


portant 
ways of serving his con- 


stituents at this particular juncture. 
Itis a matter of comment 
through- 


out the county why the tax-rate is 
higher to-day with a much larger 
assessment rollthan it was 10 or 15 
years ago. 
How did we manage 
to 


get along with $1.50 to $1.75 on the 
$100 years 
ago, with over half a 


million 
less 
property 
valuation, 


when ittakes $2 to-day tomeet our 
expenses. 
This is a broad subject, 


which it behooves 
bur representa- 


tives.to ponder over carefully. 
The 


first great jump is in the road fund. 
This requires 
50 per cent 
more 


money to-day than was deemed nec- 
essary in the days when supervisors 
had no personal control of the road 
expenditures. 
Taxpayers 
will not 


object to this increase of roadjmoney j 
provided itis well expended and the 
practical results are commensurate 
with the expenditure.
